Civilians, H ungarian 
Soldiers Hanged in 
Streets of Budapest 


VIENNA O b — Hungarian work­ 
ers struck today throughout the 
nation to back the growing strength 
of rebel forces who seized large 
areas of eastern and southern Hun­ 
gary and set up a “revolutionary 
government.” 
Reports 
reaching the 
outside . 
world told of a “reign of terror” 
imposed by the Soviets iii their 
desperate efforts to restore order. 
Civilians and Hungarian soldiers 
were reported hanged in Budapest 
streets, crowds were reported mow­ 
ed down by Russian machinegun* 
ners. 
The dead was reported in the 
“thousands” in the fourth day of 
the revolution that has shaken the 
Communist dynasty and brought 
rumblings in other Communist tab 
ellites—East Germany and Alban­ 
ia. 
Reports of the rebel go v w snant 
came from the government eon- 
rolled radio in the southern in- 
lustriai city of Pees. 
It said tho 
nsurgents had formed a “revel u- 
ionary council” in the swround- 
ng area to direct the campaign 
igainst troops still loyal to tho 
Hungarian regime. 
Army Joins Rebels 
There were growing reports of 
Hungarian 
army 
unit* 
fighting 
alongside the rebels, sometimes 
joined by Soviet deserters who 
balked at firing on men, women 
and children. 
The Hungarian se­ 
cret police was reported forced to 
take over army units in some cases. 
The revolt has spread far beyond 
tim limits of the Hungarian capital 
and rebels seized tim rich coal and 
uranium mines in eastern and in 
southern Hungary. 
Even the of­ 
ficial Communist Party newspaper 
Pravda conceded in Moscow today 
the fight continued. 
Reports of the general strike, 
called to paralyze communication 
and industry in Hungary, came 
from Austrian railway workers who 
visited Hegyeshalom, the first rail 
check point inside Hungary. 
They said the first workers to 
lay down their tools were Hungar­ 
ian railway workers and that em­ 
ployes of all factories and plants 
had joined them. By IO a. rn. they 
said, work had'ceased throughout 
Hungary. 
There were these other develop­ 
ments in the crisis: 
In Berlin a Swiss traveler told 
the newspaper B.Z. “I saw people 
hang in rows along the ’Danube 
pier . . . people rounded up and 
shot on the spot or hanged . . , hut 
where the rebels won they wert 
ruthless against the Soviet troops. 
I have seen Red army soldiers 
hanged.” 
In Belgrade, the Budapest cor­ 
respondent of Politika reported 
“thousands” of persons dead, hun­ 
dreds killed and bodies piled high 
in three assaults on the Parliament 
buildings in Budapest. 
In East Germany there w en 
fears of the trouble that broke first 
in Poland and flared into open war­ 
fare in Hungary.

WASHINGTON. — A good many 
days 
before the 
Polish revolt, 
Allen Dulles, head of Central In­ 
telligence, the younger, smarter 
brother of the secretary of state, 
predicted that what did happen 
would happen. 
He also predicted j 
serious 
straining 
at the 
leash 1 
against Moscow in other satellite 
countries. 
Finally he urged the Eisenhower 
administration to do something 
to encourage the satellite break­ 
away. 
He found Ike leaders and 
state department strategists, how- 
ever, much too preoccupied in the 
political 
campaign to 
do much 
serious iron curtain thinking. 
In Washington, Allen Dulles, the 
much less publicized member of 
the Dulles family, is considered by 
far the brighter of the two broth­ 
ers, Though he operates under a 
careful cloak of secrecy so that 
his mistakes are not known to the 
public, he has made few mistakes 
(his backing of Col. Nasser was 
the worst), 
and has called the 
shots with remarkable accuracy. 


I 
In this cast, however, it looks 
as if the elder Dulles brother’s do- 
nothing policy re Poland was wis 
er than Allen’s do-somethtng pol­ 
icy. 
Over CBS TV the other night, 
John Poster Dulles reported to the 
public that he was doing very lit­ 
tle to 
encourage Polish 
revolu­ 
tionists. 
Dulles said this almost 
apologetically as if fumbling to 
figure 
out whit 
eould be done. 
In the course of this fumbling he 
said: 
“There are balloons.” 
He 
referred to the freedom balloons 
which have been floated regularly 
and repeatedly across the border 
into Czechoslovakia, Poland and 
Hungary. 
Despite Dulles* groping, everv 
diplomatic observer who has fol­ 
lowed the European scene closely 
figures 
that the best thing the 
United States can do right now is 
to keep quiet, officially, and let 
the strong ferment inside Poland 
work itself out. 
For this govern­ 
ment to barge into the picture 
even with public statements might 
either drive restless Poles back 
toward Moscow, or give Moscow 
an excuse to barge into the pic- 
ture. 
The quick, resentful Polish re­ 
action to Eiaenhower’s political 
statement 
in Denver 
congratu­ 
lating the Pole* showed the wis­ 
dom of the elder Dulles’ do-nothing 
policy, even if he arrived at it by 
accident. 


BALLOONS ACROSS “CURTAIN” 


Here ie the background of the 
“balloons’’ 
to 
which 
Secretary 
Dulles referred in telling what he 
was doing to encourage Polish re­ 
volt. 
The idea of floating propaganda 
balloons across the iron curtain 
was first proposed by this writer 
in IMS. It met with no enthusiasm 
whatsoever in the State Depart 
ment, though welcomed by such 
men as Gen. Omer Bradley, then 
chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of 
Staff. 
After two years of plugging the 
idea, 
however, I was given the 
green light by Edward Barrett, 
then assistant secretary of state, 
now dean of the Columbia Schod 
of Journalism. He specified, how 
ever, that I get a non-American 
committee to sign the 
freedom 
friendship leaflets to the satellite 
people. 
In 1950, I visited Turkey, Yugo­ 
slavia, West Germany and various 
other countries along tbs iron 
curtain 
to organize 
a freedom 
balloon committee, but got little 
or no response. 
The Turk* wert 
scared to death of offending Rus­ 
sia. No important Turkish leader 
would 
become a member 
of a 
freedom balloon committee. The 
French and British were equally 
timid. 
In Yugoslavia I got the 
best response. 


Finally, in 1951, with the sup­ 
port 
and 
cooperation 
of C. D. 
Jackson, energetic and brilliant 
publisher of Fortune and head of 
the Crusade 
for Freedom. 
The 
first balloons were launched by 
Harold Stassen and me on a wet 
August night from the German 
border into Czechoslovakia. 
The State Department at that 
time would not Hermit balloons 
to go into Poland for fear of amus 
ins the Russians. 
The first leaflets were signed 
by the CIO-AFL of Canada, 
the 
equivalent labor groups of Latin 
America, the Free Writers Asso­ 
ciation of Europe, and the General j 
Federation 
of 
Women’s 
Clubs, 
then 
headed 
by Mrs. 
Dorothy 
Houghton now co-chairman of Citi­ 
zens for Eisenhower. 
After 
that 
initial 
launching, 
techniques were improved so that 
balloons 
have gone 
to Poland. 
Hungary and Czechoslovakia reg­ 
ularly. In the past year, a small 
newspaper has crossed the iron 
curtain almost once a week. and 
a total ,of more than 200.000.000 
pamphlets has been dropned over 
the satellites sine#* that first bal­ 
loon was launched from a mistv 
wheat field in Bavaria in August 
19*1. 
The State

while, has kept a hands-off policy 
—which is wise. 
Under Secretary 
Dulles, 
it has even 
been more 
than hands off* Tt has been neea 
tive. 
Last summer when the In­ 
ternational Order of Eagles want­ 
ed to send Benson’s surplus food 
bv balloon to hungry satellite peo­ 
ples, the State D etrim ent frown­ 
ed and said no. There had been 
too many protests from Moscow.

Now the Polish revolt 
gives them an excuse to oust him. 
His ousting will probably be bad 
news for the United States, be­ 
cause Khrushchev, with 
all his 
faults, 
was a lot 
more tolerant 
toward the rest of the world than 
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ruthless Joe Stalin. He gave the 
Russian people more freedom, had 
started 
to lift the iron 
curtain^ 
and, according to reports from U.‘ 
S. Ambassador Bohlen, seemed to 
think

The group that has disapproved 
of Khrushchev’s policies is headed 
by dout\ America-hating 
ex-For- 
eign Minister Molotovo, who be­ 
lieves 
in the Stalin

toughness pays. Now he can say: 
“I told you so.” 
Molotov is too old to head up the 
Kremlin. The man who will prob­ 
ably fill Nikita’s shoes is Anastas 
Mikovan, 
who has played

I secretary of the Soviet embassy, 
whose job it was to negotiate with 
Pan American Airways for land­ 
ing rights in Russia.

American diplomats not long ago 
by hinting that he would like to 
hive his son educated in the,U. S.
